Schoole, to attain to any Logick ; There are many things 
practiſed,that are not law full: I therefore deny your ſequell. 
And in that Preface, there is not a word of ſaying word by 
word without Book, and there was never any command by 
Authority, laid on the common Schooles for it. | 
Grantham, There is in that Treatiſe much againſt your 
ſelves; As, that 4 Boy ſhowld not learn by Rote, but by Rea | 
ſon : But you teach firſt all the Grammer by Rote, andafter See the Pre: 
cuffe the underſtanding of it into him. There are alſo theſe _ wo one 
very words, which are much againſt you : That Boyes the Grammer. 
ſhould not learn the Rules orderly as they lys in the Syntaxe, © ; 
but ſome little ſemtence ſhould be given 45 ; Aud if there fall 
any neceſſary rule of the Syntaxe to be knows, then to learn it 
a the occaſion of the ſentence giveth canſe that day. But 
you teach all word by word without Book ; ſo that a Boy 
is confounded with a multitude of Rules, and knowes no- 
thing diſtinRly , till he hath been cuffed and whipe ſeven 
yeares together: So that Docter Web ſaith , they are ſome- 
times twenty, ſometimes thirty, before they go to the Vurverſity. 
I heard ſome ſay of good credit , they knew one who con- 
feſſed he was ſeven and thirty yeares of age, before he came 
from $choole to their Colledge. * 
Twigtail. What way then do you the beff - 
Great! Sin he, ov ah moſt neceſſary in 4 
Language; the words, the Stilo, the Rules: For the words. 
a Boy may eaſily learn a thonſand words in ten dayes; that 
is, a hundred words a day, ſuppoſe a man allow an houre for 
twenty words, in five honres he learneth a hundred words. 
I have taught ſome that have learned a hundred words in 
an heure: but I do not mean after the filly ſuſtian way of

by rote like a Parrot, but let him have an hundred Engliſh 
words, and a hundred Latin words printed or writ, he ſhall 
tell you Latin for any Engliſh word, and this is the learning 
I mean. 
Entrapilus, Now Mr. Twigtail,ard Mr. Flea-butteck, you 
are both bound in conſcience to conceive, that he that un- 
derftands one thouſand, muſt needs unde rſtand many thou- 
ſinds more:for many derivatives,compounds,decempounds, 
ate underſtood by the help of the ſimples, and he that under- 
ſtands thus much,will underſtand moſt Authors he reads, 
Hotteril, But how ſhall they do foz a file - 
Eutrap. M. Dotter 1 will ſhow you by an example:Thete 
is a certain bird which is a fool, or a fow], or a fooliſh fowl, 
called a Dotteril, your own name- fake: this bird if you ſee 
him thruſt out his right wing, thruſt you out your right arm, 
if he thruſts out his leſt Jeg,thruti you out ours, if he thrufl: 
out his neck, thruſt yon out yours, and thus by imitating of 
him, you will come ſe neare till you take kim up in your 
hand. And ſo in an Author, where you ſee him place his 
adjective adverb, or conjunction, de you ſo to: and by this 
imitation, you will catch the ſtrain of your Author, and come 
to a great perfection. If you imitate but fix leaves in a tranſ- 
lation, which you may de in two dayes, then you may come 
pear the ſtrain of the Auther. © - :

verbe or a ConjunRien in one place, ſo you ſinde him every ' 
where. Of the other 4. I bid him take care but of tro, that is 
a Noun, and a Verb, fora Pronouir is much li ke to a Nonn, 
know one, know the other: a Participle that rakes part both 
ef a noun and a Verb: both theſe known , the participle is 
knowne. Se here is but tro things chiefly to be cared for, 
chat is a Neun, and a Veib. But be ſure to underfiand the

by Earles, Lords, Collonels, Knights, and Gentlemen, all 
Parliament men. Or take a ſhotter or a nearer way of trial. 
Amongſt many in my Schoole, I have one not abeve ten 
yeares of age, who hath been with me bur a little above a 
year; This boy will conſter at the firſt fight, preſently ont 
ofthe Greek Teſtament , into good Latin: Perhaps ſome 
place may ſtagger him fer the preſent, but he will ſoon over- 
come it, Give him a Latin Author, he ſhall conſter a Leate 
or two with a little conſideration, And ſo in a Greek Au- 


thor, Poet, or Orator in any DialeR. I teach him the Greek 
tongue, becauſe all the termes of Grammer, all the te:mes 
of Tropes and Figures in Rhetorick, are Greek: and knows 
ing the Originall, he leatnes that in a Moneth, he couid not 
learne without it in two yeares. | 
Cuffum. Can he Accent a piece of G2eek ? 
Grantham. Any Greek in any Dialect. Still I fy he may 


be ſtaggered, but he will recover himſelfe preſently. This 
Boy underſtood not two lines in his Aceidence when he 
came to me, and could not ſay one without Book, and now 
he 18 skilled in eleven Greek Grammer, and can prove any 
Greek or Latin verſe that is laid before him, and alſo make. 
Eutrapilus. Now let me ſee any Boy that hath gone cen 
yeares to the Schoole, in any of your common Schooles, do

Sir this way is beſt for common Schooles,for 
a Maſter may teach as well a hundred as one, becauſe the 
way is by dictating, and runs all upon the tongue, if you 
have but one fine leading Boy, the reſt will come eafily on: 
unleſſe they be very careleſſe, and will not give their minds 
to it at all. As ſome will not unleſſe they be cuffed, and 
4 N which is againft my way of teaching: for I have 
not had a Rod in my Schoole, many times for halfe a yeare 
together. 
Eutrapilus. Malter Caffum, I will now make ic appear to 
yon, you are far out of the way in teaching. Mark Aloun- Lib 1 ca p. 253 
zaign his words in his Eflayes.. I muff needs acknowledge ts 
that the Greed and Latin Tongues , are great Ornaments in 4 
Gentleman, but they are purchaſed at an over high rate; I will 
tell you how they may be gotten eafier , as it was tried in mine 
Education: So ſoon as my tongue was looſed, my Father bad 
Schollers eminent 2 the Latin tongue, who ſpoke nothing but 
Latin to me: ſo that before I was ſexe jearerof age, I ſpake 
pure Latin, fu as readily as any Boy could his Mother tongue 
at that Age. Sit, take another inſtance. Let a Boy of ſeven 
or eight years of age, be ſent out of England into France: he 
ſhall learn in a twelve moneth and leſſe, to write and ſpeak 
the French tongue readily, although he keep much compa- 
ny with Engliſh, reade many Engliſh Books, and write ma- 
ny Engliſh Letters home; and all this with pleaſure and de- 
light : Whereas many thonſand who have gene to Free- 
dehooles two ſeven yeares, for they keep them longeſt, and 
there they rife up early and go. to bed late, ſhed many a 
rexre both before e and with all this Learning, 
whichrhath been put into them like a Gliſter, they cannot 
ſpeak at all: and they cannot write a piece of ordinary La- 
tin, unleſſe they have Dictionaries 41 Phraſe - Books, and 
many of them haye as mueh Greek as their Maſters, that is 
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little, or none at all. Whoſoever conſiders this, muſt need 
conſeſſe we have not the knack of Teaching. 0 

Grant ham. The Common - wealth ſuffers much , in this 
tedious way of Teaching : Very few of our Gentry are 
Schollers, for at fourteen or fifteen the bloud grewes hot, 
and they ſcorn a yoak, and then they are but punies, in the 
Common» Scheoles , under the loweſt or ſecond Uſher, * 
Now if there be three Malters in a Scheole., three to one 
but a Boy miſcarries under ene: For they are ef ſeverall 
diſpoſitions, and the Boy cannot agree with all, A Boy will? 
learne under ene Maſter, nor under another, = 1.64 a Boy. 
paſſe the firſt Uſher, and ſecond, yet the higheft Maſter, 
with a great deal of paines, care, and diligence, may make 
him as errand a Dunce, as ever went to the Uniyerſity , or; 
as ever came from thence. | F
